They  are  ready  and  anxious  for  new  strong  leadership  in  a  new  general  manager.  KPFK  is  on 
the  road  to  full  recovery.  Once  I  leave  at  the  end  of  the  year,  I  will  continue  as  a  listener. 
Film  Club  member  and  (maybe  1  will  have  time  to  actually  see  some  of  those  films!)  and 
perhaps  even  volunteer  in  the  newsroom  before  I  head  back  to  Seattle.  While  I  will  not 
miss  the  frustration  and  the  conflicts,  I  will  certainly  miss  90.7  FM. 

For  all  of  Pacifica,  I  hope  that  all  the  intelligence,  artistry,  energy  and  dedication  will  be 
put  into  stronger  programming  for  justice  and  peace. 

Last  month's  "Report  to  the  Listener"  was  written  by  Mario  Cassetta.  Thanks,  Mario, 
for  helping  us  to  focus  on  disability  issues. 

As  you  may  have  read  in  the  press,  KPFK  has  received  a  complaint  from  F.C.C. 
regarding  "indecent  or  obscene"  language  on  two  different  programs 
which  were  aired  during  the  summer.  By  design,  we  have  maintained  a  very  low  profile  and 
are  responding  to  the  request  for  information  regarding  both  programs.  We  are  not 
mounting  a  big  campaign.  The  complaint  has  been  answered  by  our  very  skilled  legal 
counsel  in  Washington ,  D.C.  and  we  await  a  response  from  the  F.C.C.  We  thank  everyone 
for  your  calls  and  letters  of  concern,  but  at  this  point  we  do  not  want  any  letters  going  to  the 
F.C.C.  or  any  other  kind  of  support.  We  can  assure  you  that  everything  is  being  done  to 
best  secure  our  standing  and  to  maintain  our  First  Amendment  rights. 

It  is  sometimes  difficult  to  be  caught  between  being  a  media  organization  which  delivers 
information  and  a  newsmaker  that  is  the  subject  of  much  media  coverage.  And,  it  is  very 
difficult  to  handle  the  matter  with  grace  and  maintain  a  perspective  on  our  responsibility  to 
our  listeners  and  our  responsibility  as  an  organization  under  government  scrutiny.  Pacifica 
has  been  a  staunch  defender  of  the  First  Amendment  at  considerable  risk  and  financial 
burden.  For  example,  we  have  just  paid  off  the  final  bill  on  the  Carlin  Case  which  was 
settled  at  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  ten  years  ago!  Pacifica  will  continue  to  defend  our  First 
Amendment  rights,  but  we  will  not  take  unnecessary  risks  which  might  escalate  problems 
which  otherwise  would  not  exist.  Please,  do  not  do  anything  on  our  behalf.  Should  we 
need  to  alter  our  strategy,  you  will  be  the  first  to  know.
